| The 94.8-pound package of in- 
struments was sent up at 8 a.m, 
from the missile test center at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., propelled 
by the 165,000-pound thrust of a 
three-stage, 90-foot Thor-Able 
rocket. 

After evaluation of early data 
radioed back by Pioneer V, 
scientists of the NASA said it 
had achieved sufficient velocity 
to escape the earth’s gravita- 
tional pull and had entered an 
orbit. 

The probe is designed to ex- 
plore space between Venus and 
_the Earth in the broadest study 
| ever undertaken. It is intended 
to radio back data on such 
phenomena as radiation, mag- 
netism and  micrometeorites, 
'from distances up to 50,000,000 
'miles and—scientists hope—for 
| decades. 

The information is needed 
for the day when man enters 
| space. The communication test 
is a check on whether earth can 
_keep in touch with such a man 
or with the unmanned satellites 
that will blaze the trail. 

NASA scientists said Pioneer 
V would make its closest ar- 
| proach to the sun in its first 

swing around it. 

Dr. Abe Silverstein, director of 
space flight programs for NASA, 
said all the radio telemetry 
channels were working, and he 
called it a “‘very successful fir- 
ing.” 

He said radio signals were 
picked up from 8:15 a.m., 15 
minutes after launching, up to 
8:30 when the transmitter was 
shut down on command from the 
earth.

This is a result of increased 
costs and what he termed con- 
gressional failure to boost post- 
age rates enough to cover them. 
Rising Postal Deficits. 

He spuplied the following fig- 
ures to back up his request: 

In the 13 years from mid- 
1946 to mid-1959 the postal 
deficit totaled $6,800.000,000— 
nearly one-half of the total 
increase in the federal debt 
during the same 13-year 
period. 

Since the increase in first- 
class letter rates in 1932 from 
two cents to three cents, costs 
have more than doubled but 
the letter rate has been in- 
creased only one-third. 

Postal deficits from 1946 to 
1959 have totaled as much as 
the entire bill for running the 
Federal Government in 1938. 

The President, reminding Con- 
gress that he urged postal rate 
increases in his budget mes- 
sages. said several facts now 
show the “‘urgency”’ of such ac- 
tion. 

The President said the 
postal deficits’ came mostly 
afier World War II, since the 
losses of the department aver- 
aged $33,000,000 a year from 1900 
to 1940. Losses now run in 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
and are growing, he said.

Editorials and letters have con- 
sistently censured the policy of 
permitting retired military person- 
nel to earn income without limita- 
tion in addition to their retirement 
pay (except when employed in 
Civil Service). 

Complaint is made that veterans 
receiving pensions are not allowed 
additional income beyond a stated 
amount; therefore, the rule is dis- 
criminatory, unjust and what have 
you. Such contentions reflect an 
ignorance that is unbelievable in 
this society that spends millions 
for education. ; 

The truth is the limited income 
requirement does not apply to vet- 
erans who are receiving retirement 
Or compensation but only to those 
receiving ‘‘pensions,” which is ac- 
tually a handout based strictly on 
inability to earn a living. Only 
those of low income and any type 
of alleged non-service connected 
disability can qualify. These ‘‘vet- 
éerans’”’ need only have served at 
least ninety days in service to be 
eligible. It is actually a pauper’s 
aid. 

On the other hand, the retired 
military personnel being criticized 
have served 20, 30 and more years 
of honorable active service and 
earned a legitimate retirement. 


This censuring of honorable 
service is a sad paradox only pos- 
sible in a welfare state where so- 
ciety wants to place productive 
earned income on a level with wel- 
fare payments.

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Not By a Back Door 


Fateful national policies cannot be soundly 
established by means of legal tricks. We 
hope the Eisenhower Administration will re- 
mind itself of this homely truth before the 
Pentagon goes too far in its persistent effort 
to pave the way for transfer of nuclear weap- 
ons to our allies. 

Present law clearly and unequivocally for- 
bids any such transfer. A movement is on 
foot to get around the law. A month ago 
President Eisenhower threw the movement 
into confusion when he indorsed its objective 
without apparently knowing that the tactical 
plan called for relying upon the. “inherent 
powers” of the presidency. The Presitent 
s.id the law would have to bé changed. Now 
State and Defense Department officials,-it is. 
reported, are discussing with the Justicé De- 
partment the possibility of getting a formal 
opinion that a “limited” transfer could be 
made without changing the law.” «*: 


Even if the Justice Department can najvlse’ 
the legal loophole so urgently desired, the . 
Administration would make a seriéus mistake 


to use it. For the law was written In its *pres- 
ent form precisely for the ptirpose of requir 
ing that Congress should be consulted, and 
the people should be consulted; before any 


nuclear weapons were transferred “to any. 
There is only one, way to hgnor' : 


other nation. | 
that obligation. It is to consult the pedpte, 
and consult Congress, before changing the 


. policy. 


The obvioys reason for the Administration’s 
reluctance to do this is the fear that if Con- 
gress and the people were consulted they 
would not approve. But we think the popular 
instinct is sound. 

If nuclear weapons can be transferred to 
the British, they can later be transferred to 
the French; and if to the French, then later 
to the Germans. Admittedly this might ad- 
vance the military efficiency of NATO in a 
narrow sense. But the price would be a seri- 
ous, perhaps fatal blow to the prospects of 
nuclear and general disarmament. We can- 
not place nuclear weapons in the hands of 
more and more nations without greatly in- 
creasing the risk of nuclear war by accident. 
Theat risk oveht not to be incurred so long 
as there is the faintest hope of moving even 
slowly toward a nuclear test ban treaty and 
general disarmament. So long as negotiations 
to these ends are going on, we should try to 
hold down rather than expand the number of 
nations in the nuclear club. 

So the Pentagon should be instructed to 
give up its effort to get around the law. If 
the Administration thinks a nuclear transfer 
essential, it should sponsor a change in the 
law to be made in the full light of public 
opinion and congressional debate. Sneaking 
through the back door of a legal opinion from 
the Department of Justice is ‘no way to settle 
such a portentous issue of publie policy in 
which menv more elements than military ones 
are involved. 


E-'ta Re’ -rtant Regulator 


Had John C. Doerfer not resigned as chair- 
man of the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, his party’s campaigners would have had 
difficulty shining up their “hound’s tooth” 
this year. But the public will be less inter- 
ested in the political than in the regulatory 
shortcomings of the Doerfer record. 

The immediate cause of the resignation 
was disclosure by the House Legislative Over- 
sight Committee that Mr. Doerfer had spent 
six nishts on a yacht as guest of the owner of 
12 radio. and TV stations. This was a reveat 
performence of a 1958 journey explained as 
a wav of testing TV signals—something the 
FCC hires engineers to do anyway. 

Mr. Doerfer said his hest had no current 
cese before the FCC and he saw nothing 
wrong in accepting the hospitality from a 
source subject to regulation by his agency. 
Perhaps the FCC’s code of ethics does not 
forbid such eonduct, but it should. The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission prohibits 
favors not only from persons dealing with it 
but also from those who may deal with it, 
and Mr. Doerfer certainly knew that his host 
would be back before the FCC. 

What Mr. Doerfer’s attitude reflected was 
an avathy in regulation earlier displayed 
in officiel acts. Under his chairmanship, the 
FCC had to be prodded and prompted by 
Congress and the public to investigate the 
quiz show and payola scandals. Mr. Doerfer 
had first said there was no law under which 
the FCC cotld act and indicated he did not 
went any. His record, more thafehis six 
nights on a yacht, ought to impel the*Admin- 
istration to fill the vacancy with a less re- 
luctant regulator. 


The Court on Anonymity 


The Supreme Court has extended the pro- 
tection of the Bill of Rights in, its. opinion 
striking down a Los Angeles ordinance. re. 
ouiring that all handbills passed out in’ the 
city bear the names of the author and the 
distributor. . 
Justice Black, held the ordinance to be un- 
constitutional in that the requirement of 
identification would discourage handbill writ- 
ers and thus restrict freedom of speech. 

Justice Black wrote that anonymous pam- 
phiets have played an important part in the 
progress of mankind, and that from time to 


time persecuted groups have been able to. 


criticize oppressive. practices either anony- 
mously or not at all. The majority: opinion 
relied in part on the recent cases in which 
the court unanimously held that the. Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 


Colored People could not be ‘constitutionally: 


forced to disclose members’ names. 
In the Los Angeles case the court attacked 


the broad scrle of the 1932 city ordinance » 
which says that no one may distribute a 


handbill in any place under any circumstances 
unless it. has printed on its face the names 
and addresses of the author and distributor. 


Obviously there are’occasions when: anonyme 


ty is not in order; for example, in his dissent 
Justice Clark pointed to the provision in the . 
Corrupt Practices Act forbidding the distri-_ 
bution of anonymous publitations in political 
campaigns. 

In his concurring opinion Justice Harlan 
said the ordinance at issue was too broad. It 
will not do, he said, for the state to stop the 
distribution of all anonymous handbills “to 
identify the distributors of those that may.be 
of an obnoxious character.” As we under- 
stand the court’s opinion, it does not sanc- 
tion anonymity for all handbills. As Justice 
Black observed in noting Los Angeles’s at- 
tempt to justify the ordinance on the ground 
it was a device against fraud and libel, the 
court was not passing on a statute restricted

The right to f(iibuster did not exist in the 
early Republic, Until 1806 a debate could. 
be ended by a* majority vote. From 1606 


until 1917 thére was no limitation on debate, ., 


but. the South did not adopt the filibuster as 
an anti-rights weapon until 1890. And it was 
a talkathon ageiast a ship-arming bill in 1917. 
which led to;the first cloture rule, allowing 
debate to be limited by two thirds of ‘the 
members present and-voting. 

Under this rule there were 20 efforts to 
invoke cloture and only four succeeded, none 
of the successes involving civil rights. » Yet 
in 1949 a coalition of Southern Demograts 
and Revublicans voted to make cloture éven 
more difficult by requiring consent from two 
thirds of the entire Senate membership. 

The 1949 rule sto@d for a decade. A Re 
publican Senate with Senator Taft in the van 
refused to change it in 1953; another revision 
effort failed in 1957. In 1959, however, the 
Senate finally managed to restore its original 
1917 rule. On each occasion the Democrats 
managed to muster a greater margin for. rules 
reform than the Republicans did. How is it 
that Senators who claim to stend for civil 
rights can also stend for the filibuster? 

One argument is that Senate rules favor 
unlimited debate, and what is according to 
the rule. is therefore good. The answer to 
this argument is that the cloture rule tends 
to prevent change in the rule, since change 
can also be filibustered. Even if a large 
majority of the Senaters decided the rule 
was not good, they could not alter it. 

A second argument.advanced by conserva- 
tives is that unlimited debate protects minori- 
ty rights from imposition of the majority 
will, and is therefore a matter of. our tradi- 
tional checks and balances. The Founding 
Fathers, however, did not view endless debate 
as a check or balance; they permitted a ma- 
jority to shut off talk. And the filibuster ‘is 
not a check or balance: it is a comnlete road- 
binck. Not only does it thwart the majority 
will, but it also prevents any decision. 

Rules protecting the filibuster are doubly 
discraceful in that they encourage undemo- 
cratic procedures and indecisiveness in Con- 
gress. Moreover, they defy the will of the 
majority of people along with the will of a 
majority of Senators. The United States Sen- 
ate is the sole deliberative body in the world 
which clings to such extreme minority privi- 
lege, and the Senate has no defense for it.

The Police Board’s decision to close the 
Carr, Magnolia and Newstead district stations 
is a reasonable effort to cut unnecessary over- 
head and to make more efficient use of uni- 
formed and civilian personnel.

PANELISTS DISCUSS 
AUTOMATN PAE 


Management’s Burden Is 
Not Being Reduced, Says 
Prof. Theo Haimann. 


Automation requires executive 


decisions that management can- 


not delegate to technicians, 
Prof. Theo Haimann of St. 


Louis University said last night. 


Haimann, of the university's 
School of Commerce and Fi- 
nance, was a member of a 
panel that discussed automation 
problems at a meeting of the 
St. Louis University President’s 
Council at Pius XII Memorial 
Library. 

Other members of the panel 
were the Rev. Leo C. Brown, 
S.J., professor of economics at 
the university, and Gerald E. 
Dreifke, director of the uni- 
versity’s department of electri- 
cal engineering. 

‘“‘Automation is a new produc- 
tion and management concept, 
but this has often been obscured 
in the minds of management by 
a fascination with the machin- 
ery itself,”’ Haimann declared. 

Management executives must 
not delegate, responsibility for 
making management decisions 
to technicians because they 
think automation is only a new 


and complicated labor-saving 
device. 
Instead, they must under- 


stand that the basic problems 
of the new system are prob- 
lems of method, organization 
and attitude which only manage- 
ment can solve, he declared. 
Only when that understanding is 
reached will the full benefits of 
automation become available. 
Father Brown told the group 
that automation is part of a

Flight Back 
To City 
Under Way 


PHILADELPHIA — The trend 
toward larger families is caus- 
ing increased interest in existing 
homes, often in central city 
areas, C. Armel Nutter, Camden, 
N.J., president of the National 
Association of Real Estate 
Boards, declared here. 


Nutter addressed the eleventh 
annual Central Atlantic Regional 
Conference of the American In- 
stitute of Real Estate Appraisers. 
The Appraisal Institute is af- 
filated with NAREB. 


The NAREB president said a 
growing demand for close-in ex- 
isting homes “is encouraging for 
central city neighborhoods and 
the so-called gray areas between 
downtown and the suburbs which 
too many observers have hastily 
written off as a lost cause.” 
Nutter explained that homes in 
these neighborhoods ‘“‘often offer 
more and bigger rooms and ex- 
cellent values, closer to school 
and other facilities.” 

Flight to City. 

He termed the awakening in- 
terest in these neighborhoods a 
reflection of what he called “‘a 
flight back to the city—a new 
recognition of what in-town liv- 
ing has to offer in the way of 
convenience to employment, im- 
proved parking, entertainment, 
shopping, and cultural activ- 
ities.”’ : 

“I believe the flight back to 
the city is the urban wave of 
the future. I believe it will re- 
verse the dwindling of central 
are a population, commerce, and 
industry,’’ Nutter predicted. 

A major factor stimulating the 
“flight back to the city,” accord- 
ing to the Realtor leader, is 
urban renewal based on rehabili- 
tation and conservation of whole 
neighborhoods. 

“The hard facts of population 
growth support my prediction of 
a central city reawakening be- 
cause, although suburban growth 


will continue its boom aided by a 


new superhighway networks and 
the extension of mass transpor- 
tation, the sheer weight of num- 
bers and the growing shortage of 
urbanized land will demand that 
we put our entire storehouse of 
usable structures to work,’’ Nut- 
ter declared. He cited forecasts 
that the population will grow by 
three million a year during the 
sixties. 
Program to Upgrade. 

“At the same time, economic 
necessity and good, common 
sense demand that we bring up 
to standard those obsolescent, 
outmoded buildings and homes 
which in the past have been too 
casually brushed aside in the 
march to suburbia.”’ Nutter said 
the nation is faced with the ‘‘eco- 
nomic necessity of preserving the 
mammoth investment repre- 
sented by central city structures 
in need of real renewal.” 

The NAREB president de- 
scribed “urban renewal in its 
true sense’”’ as an “overall pro- 
gram to upgrade broad areas 
through conservation and reha- 
bilitation with bulldozer surgery 
applied only to structures that 
are literally beyond repair, or 
where a non - conforming use 
creates a nuisance.” 

He reported a growing aware- 
ness among federal housing of- 
ficials that “rehabilitation must 
play a major role in urban re- 
newal.’’ Nutter pointed out that 
NAREB’s Build America Better 
Committee has long “urged an 
understanding of the necessity of 
broad conservation and rehabili- 
tation as the main thrust in any 
urban renewal program which 
hopes to provide more than a 
few isolated, shiny new buildings 
to show for its efforts.” 

“Urban renewal’ in the broad 
sense is creating new dimensions 
of value,” the spokesman de- 
clared. “Changes in land use 
are creating a new environment 
in the city, Protected residential 
surroundings are becoming avail- 
able near the heart of many 
cities through various types of 
renewal efforts. Once. stagnant 
land is stimulating vigorous com- 
petition for many different uses,” 
he said. ‘‘The central city is on 
the threshold of a tremendous 
comeback,” he added.

stark sort of furnishings that 
often isn’t completely comforta- 
ble to live with. 


“With one eye on the budget, 
they realize it’s much less ex- 
pensive to panel a wall than to 
buy new furniture when wanting 
to add warmth to a room.” 


If you want proof of the re- 
newed interest in paneling—par- 
ticularly with the low-cost ply- 
wood variety—just listen to state- 
ments of plywood corporation

One of the largest plywood 
companies in the United States 
has reported a doubling of sales 
during 1959.

US. RESTRICTS 
TRIPS BY SOVIET 
UNIT IN GERMANY 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, 
March 11 (AP) — The United 
States Army imposed retaliatory 
travel restrictions today on the 
Soviet army liaison mission in 
Frankfurt. 

With minor exceptions, the 
mission will be restricted to the 
Vicinity of Frankfurt until the 
Soviet army gives what Ameri- 
can authorities consider ac- 
ceptable travel permits to the 


United States mission in East 
Germany. 
The British took similar 


action and, as France had re- 
stricted the Russians in its for- 
mer occupation zone two wecks 
ago, a Western Big Three front 
was rounded out. 

The British received word 
that a note was on the way from 
Marshal S. Zakharov, the Soviet 
commander in East Germany. 
But the note was found to be 
no reply to Western protests of 
three weeks ago and the British 
clampdown was then ordered 
against the Russian mission at 
Bad Salzuflen. 

It was because the Russians 
had failed to reply that the 
United States commander, Gen. 
C. D. Eddleman, advised the So- 
viet mission that its travel ‘‘will 
be restricted to the vicinity of 
Frankfurt until further notice.” 

The only exceptions will be 
permission for the mission 
members to travel by direct 
routes between Frankfurt and 


Heidelberg, the United States 
European headquarters, and be- 
tween Frankfurt and Herles- 


hausen, the closest border point 
for entering East Germany. 

Eddleman said the restriction 
‘was imposed because of the 
falure on the part of Soviet 
Forces, Germany, to issue ac- 
ceptable travel permits’ to 
members of his United States 
military liaison mission  sta- 
tioned in Potsdam. 

The situation developed over 
the issuance by the Russians of 
new passes to members of West- 
ern military missions in East 
Germany. 

The old passes authorized 
Western personnel to travel in 
“the Soviet Zone of Germany.”’ 
The new passes, issued Jan. 30, 
changed this to ‘‘the German 
Democratic Republic.” The 
Western powers do not recog- 
nize East Germany’s Red gov- 
ernment, officially regarding it 
as a Soviet puppet, and have 
declined to have any dealings 
with it. 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Francis W. 
Tully Jr. said the Soviet efforts 
to force Allied military person- 
nel to acknowledge control of 
the East German puppet gov- 
ernment ‘detracts from a favor- 
able atmosphere’”’ of the East- 
West summit meeting set for 
May 15 in Paris. 

Tully said he could not see 
hew “‘an arbitrary action of this 
nature could help but have some 
effect on the attitudes of the 
countries taking part.”

Mark Hat- 
field indicated yesterday he 
would not appoint Mrs. Maurine 
Neuberger to fill out the unex- 
pired term of her husband, Sen- 
ator Richard L. Neuberger, who 
died Wednesday. 

Mrs. Neuberger filed as a 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination to the Senate seat in 
the May 20 state primary, only 
24 hours before the filing dead- 
line. If nominated she would be- 
come the first woman candidate 
for the United States Senate in 
Oregon history.

World’s Fair of 4904. There are 
36,000 still photographs of the 
fair, the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, in the files of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society, and the 
morgues of the St. Louis news- 
papers were open to. Guggen- 
heim. But being a cinema man; 
he wanted the excitement of live 


movies to supplement the mass * 


of stills. 
existed. 


An intensive national ‘search 
was conducted for a month by 
long-distance telephone and tele- 
graph. First all the major film 
libraries in New York and the 
West Coast were queried. The 
Library of Congress was called. 
There was no such film, Guggen- 
heim was informed, He called the 
Eastman House in Rochester and 
found that one role of ‘‘Mysteri- 
ous Asia,’ on the World’s Fair 
Pike, was stored in their ar- 
chives. It was on nitrate film, 
and not for loan. Could Guggen- 
heim have a print made? A 
board of directors’ meeting was 
hastily summoned. Answer: no, 
it was “against policy.’’ Evident- 
ly the historical records are go- 
ing to stay hidden in the East- 
man archives. 

The Museum of Modern Art 
gave a clue. Kemp R. Niver, 
head of Renovare Film Co., in 
Hollywood, discoverér of a work- 
able method for rephotographing 
and restoring for projection 
valuable old films, was Guggen- 
heim’s man, 


“Niver has a phenomenal 
memory” Guggenheim said. ‘He 
has turned 1,500,000 feet of paper 
print and nitrate film into, nega- 
tives and seems to remember 
every foot. He started describing 
a number of shots of the World’s 
Fair in a way that amazed us. 

“Tt turned out he had enough 
35-mm. World’s Fair negative to 
print 800 feet of 16-mm. film, run- 
ning 20 minutes. We are using 15 
minutes of this on the show. 
When the TV show goes on from 
9 to 10 p.m. next Sunday it will

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The New Films 


THE “NEW WAVE” of France, the school of young 
movie director-writers who have turned out “Back to the 
Wall,” “The Lovers,” and “The Cousins” (see below), has 
reached an early crest in “THE 400 BLOWS,” at the 
APOLLO ART, a brilliant and extraordi- 
narily perceptive study of a juvenile delin- 
quent produced and directed by Francois 
Truffaut who was co-author with Marcel 
Moussy. 

Like others of “the wave,’ M. Trouffaut 
is intent on showing nothing but the brutal 
and unvarnished truth, complete and utter 
realism. No softening, no shading of ten- 
derness, no romaticizing—and no dramatic exaggeration. Yet 
far from being a coldly clinical case study, this throbs with 
life and overflows with a curious, wry and reluctant com- 
passion as it shows no one is perfect—the confused, wily 12- 
year-old boy, his well-meaning but ineffectual parents, his 
teacher, dulled and cantankerous by years of trying to pound 
knowledge into little savages. 

Truffaut, a former movie critic, by the way, has based 
this, somewhat loosely, on his: own boyhood. His Paris, 
done in black and white is not the gay tourist paradise, 
but mostly rather a gray place with shabby buildings, 
crumbling hallways, a depressing flat, a dingy classroom. 
So are his people——the flashily pretty “mother who had 
the boy illegitimately and still slips out on dates in the 
afternoons, his kind-hearted but weak foster-father, the 
cranky schoolteacher. 


The boy is portrayed with vast realism by a gifted 


_ child actor, Jean-Pierre Leaud. No tough, snarling caricature 


here. His handsome, impassive face and polite manner 
conceal a slyness and duplicity that come from a lack of 
love in his home, and he lies, runs away and finally steals 
a typewriter before being sent to an institution. The. hun- 
dreds of small touches show a deep insight into human 
nature. This is one of the great French pictures, and marks 
Truffaut as one of the foremost talents in the field. It 
won the New York Critics Award as best foreign film of’ 
last year, and an Oscar nomination for best screénplay. 


Gershwin Classic Beautifully Done 

IT IS REPORTED that the owners of the George Gershwin 
folk opera, “PORGY AND BESS,” held off selling it to the 
movies for years in fear it would be “ruined.” They feared 
needlessly. The film production by Samuel Goldwyn, at the 

hij, "SQUIRE, has been done with taste and 
opulence. It is pictorially beautiful in Todd- 
2 AOandcolor. The flow of Gershwin melody 
is magnificent. Otto Preminger’s direction, 
using N. Richard Nash’s screenplay, based 
SG on the Dorothy and DuBose Heyward drama, 
# brings out all ‘the seething passions, the 
troubles and joys of Catfish Row, the Negro 
seaside slum community in Charleston, S.C. back in 1912. 

From the opening shot in a crepuscular light on the wharf 
as a fishing boat comes in and a plaintive female voice sings 
“Summertime,” through the quaintness of the picturesque old 
square and alleyways, to the fury of a hurricane striking as 
the residents huddle and pray in the church, the photography 
and composition are overwhelmingly lovely. 

Perhaps Sidney Poitier as the crippled Porgy is a bit too 
handsome and noble looking for the plodding; humble man, 
and Dorothy Dandridge as Bess is much too sophisticated 
and glossy for Catfish Row. But they convey the torrent of 
emotion strongly, reinforced by the luminous singing voices 
of Robert McFerrin and Adele Addison, which were dubbed 
in. Sammy Davis Jr., as a spry, dapper, spidery Sportin’ 
Life, the purveyor of “‘happy dust,” to relieve the miseries 
of life, is a personification of cynical evil, brought to a crux 
with his “It Ain’t Necessarily So,” sung at the picnic. 

Pearl Bailey as the stalwart Maria, Brock Peters as 
the primitive bully, Crown; Diahann Carroll as the delicate 
Clara and Ruth Attaway as the tragic Serena, whose husband 
is brutishly murdered by Crown, are all first-rate. The 
evocative lyrics by Ira Gershwin and Heyward lend much of 
the immense color to the classic folk-piece. 


More of the French “New Wave” 

ANOTHER extraordinary French film of ‘‘the new wave” 
school, “THE COUSINS,” is at the SHADY OAK, It was 
produced, written and directed by another young ex-movie 
critic, Claude Chabrol. It examines two diametric moral 
points of view, that of a young Parisian 
sophisticate and libertine, Paul, and his 
serious, idealistic and hard-working country 
cousin, Charles, who lives at his apartment 
while studying law at the university. 

It is occupied with disillusionment, the 
disillusionment of Charles as he finds the 
girl he is in love with goes willingly to the 
bedroom of his cousin after a little coaxing, that his brilliant, 
blase cousin, who didn’t crack a law book, passed his law 


' examinations by guessing, while he himself, the grind, failed. 


It ends in a tragic accident, and is cruel, brilliant, ironic 
and unsparing as it dissects the hedonistic philosophy of the 
Paris beatniks and hipsters, their loose morals and debauch- 
ery, the sleek, carefree, gay and corrupt atmosphere as 
contrasted with the inner torments of the plodding whole- 
some lad. Yet, here too, there is a curious note of com- 
passion—pity for the poor fish eut of water, pity for his 
worldly cousin, grown weary and himself touched with dis- 
illusion in his sensual satiation. 


Gerard Blain as Charles, Jean-Claude Brialy as Paul, 
Juliette Mayniel as the girl, and Claude Cerval as a re- 
pulsive sycophant, are all excellent. M. Chabrol has brought 
off a coup of perceptive, unsparing realism. The English 
titles by Rose Sokol give an effective American colloquial 
counterpart of the dialogue. .... .... .. 


About as Zany as They Come 

THE ONLY PURPOSE of “WHO WAS THAT LADY?,” 
adapted by Norman Krasna from his stage comedy, and 
showing at the AMBASSADOR, is laughter, and it achieves 
it admirably. This is pure, uninhibited, empty-headed wacky 
farce. It starts out when Tony Curtis, as 
a young chemistry instructor, gets caught 
by his wife, Janet Leigh, kissing a girl 
student. Buddy Dean. Martin, an imagina- 
tive TV writer, persuades Tony to fabricate 
a story that he is an undercover FBI man, 
who kissed the girl because he was investi- 
gating Communism at the university. ‘ 

One lie after another weaves a web from which Mr. 
Curtis can’t extricate himself without the help of the real 
FBI, and leads to some happily crazy and hilarious situ- 
ations, such as Tony and Dean being trapped in the boiler 
room of the Empire State Building, thinking they are prison- 
ers on a Russian submarine, and ‘‘scuttling the vessel” 
while they fervently sing “God Bless America” amidst 
clouds of steam and tons of cascading water. 

There is also an exquisite, charming French short, ‘‘The 
Golden Fish,”” by J. Y. Cousteau, who did “‘The Silent World,” 
about a boy, his canary, his goldfish and .a ferocious black 
alley cat. It shouldn’t be missed.

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Home-Grown Grand Opera Coming Here

NEW YORK, March 11. 

HOME-GROWN GRAND OP- 
ERA, composed for and about 
Americans, will roll into ‘St. 
Louis Monday by the busload, 
hoping to turn skeptics into 
staunch fans when they discover 
they can tell the players and the 
plot without a program. 

In a history-making tour, the 
first with a repertory entirely 
of American works, the New 
York City Opera Company will 
perform for St. Louisans two 
operas with roots deep in Amer- 
ican literature and culture. 

Kurt Weill’s ‘Street Scene” 
will be presented Monday night 
for the public, and Douglas 
Moore’s ‘The Ballad ‘of Baby 
Doe’’ will be sung Tuesday night 
for Civic Music League sub- 
scribers. Both will be in Kiel 
Auditorium Opera House. 

Leading the bus caravan of 50 
principal singers, 10 production 
staff members, 24 choristers and 
a 35-piece orchestra will be 
Julius Rudel, the company’s 
general manager and orchestra 
conductor. Paradoxically, the Vi- 
enna-born Rudel’s heritage is in 
the classical musical tradition 
of Europe, but his heart is with 
the modern American score. 

“We hope to gain the enthu- 
siasm of people who never be- 
fore in their lives stepped foot in 
an opera house,’”’ Rudel said on 
the eve of the unique 19-city 
tour. 

“With American opera there 
is no language barrier of a lib- 
retto in a foreign tongue to pre-

manager and conductor. 


vent the hstener from enjoying 
it. We don’t care if the snobs 
stay away. We want people to 
come and hear and enjoy Amer- 
ican opera and not just use an 
opera performance to show off a 
new dress. 

“This is American opera to 
enrich American life.” 

“Street Scene,’’ which deals 
with the life of the Maurrant 
family on a brownstone tene- 
ment block in New York, is 
from Elmer Rice’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play. Norman At- 
kins and Howard Fried sing two 
of the major roles. 

“The Ballad of Baby Doe’”’ is 
based on the rise and fall of a 
Colorado silver baron, Horace 
Tabor, whose name is associated 
with that state’s history of the 
late 1800’s. The role of Tabor is 
sung by Walter Cassel, that of 
Baby Doe by Beverly Sills. 

Rudel, who came to the United 
States 20 years ago, sees the 
tour as an opportunity to ‘‘open 
the eyes and hearts’ of the 
American people to their native 
opera and help them appreci- 
ate it. \ 

“There is no reason for people 
to be scared of American 
works,”’ he said. ‘‘They’re good. 
People have just come to re- 
gard European works as better 
by the same process that the 
grass on your neighbor’s side 
of the fence always looks 
greener.” 

The 38-year-old musician is 
helping his adopted country 
catch up. The New York City 
Opera Company, which he has 
directed since 1957, has built a 
repertory of 20 American operas 
and for the past three seasons

The only bids 
that can be seriously considered 
are one spade and two notrump. 
There are several objections to 
the spade bid. First, there is the 
danger partner may pass with 4 
or 5 points and a good game con- 
tract might be missed. Then 
there is the possibility that part- 
ner might respond with notrump, 
in which case we would have td 
raise to three notrump, a con- 
tract that would probably play 
better with the strong hand as 
declarer than as Gummy. 


Also, there is the inevitable 
ambiguity associated with any 
opening of one in a suit, a bid 
which can run the gamut of all 
kinds of distribution and a wide 
range of high card values. 


As opposed to this, the two 


notrump bid delivers a precise 


message all in one breath. It 
shows 22 to 24 points, balanced 
distribution and strength in all 
suits. Simplest is best. 

2. One club. This is in line 
with the general principle of 
opening in the suit beneath the 


singleton in hands of 4-4-4-1 
distribution. All three suits can 
thus be shown at the cheapest 
possible level if partner re- 
sponds each time with dia- 
monds. Thus, the bidding might 
go: ld, 1O, 14, 26, 29. But 
if the first suit bid were spades 
or hearts, there would be no 
way of showing the other two 
suits without going into at least 
the three level. 


3. One club. Here again the 
economy principle is applied. 
While it is true that the higher 
ranking of two five-card suits is 
ordinarily named first, an ex- 
ception is made when the suits 
involved are spades and clubs.

For months, he played for 
auditions, served as rehearsal 
pianist, backstage director, ad- 
ministrative assistant and gen- 
eral trouble shooter.

But more serious opera was 
his real love, so it was a happy 
Retdel who received a telephone 
call one evening. three years 
later just as he was dressing to 
go to the theater to see a Broad- 
way hit. The call was from 
Newbold Morris, president of the 
board of directors of City 
Center. 


“What are you doing tonight?”’ 
Morris asked. 

“I'm going to ‘Inherit the 
Wind,’ ”’ Rudel replied. 

‘“‘Well,”’ said Morris, ‘‘you’ve 
just inherited the New York 
City Opera Company.” 


The tides of the company 
were at a low ebb, but Rudel 
stepped in with such energy 
and enthusiasm that by the 
end of the first year, the Ford 
Foundation intrusted it with 
$100,000 to launch what has by 
now become the first Amer- 
ican opera season, in the 
spring of 1958. This success 
was capped with a new grant 
of $300,000 to cover a second 
American season in 1959, and 
another $100,000 for the sea- 
son just ended and the rational 
tour of native opera now in 
progress. 


Rudel believes that in order to 
be accepted by the people as a 
living art, opera must have its 
indigenous roots. In 1958, he con- 
ducted Carlisle Floyd’s ‘‘Susan- 
nah” at the Brussels World’s 
Fair, and counts as one of the 
highlights of his career his invi- 
tation to return to Vienna to 
conduct opera as well as a Ger- 
man translation of the American 
musical, ‘‘Kiss Me Kafe.”’ 

He is married to the former

We can do-both, and I believe our future plans should 
look to giving the best education to those who are able to 
take it, but also to give as much opportunity as possible to 
all individuals to progress as far as they are able to develop.

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Figuring Your 
Income Tax

LAST OF A SERIES 

IT MAY BE WORTH the 
trouble—before filing your 1959 
income tax return—to list all 
your possible deductions to see 
if you have enough to bring down 
your tax. 

Everyone filing a return gets a 
deduction of about 10 per cent 
from his income for personal ex- 
penses, without asking and 
whether or not his expenses ran 
that much. You don’t have to 
itemize anything. 

This is called the standard de- 
duction, but the limit is $1000 for 
a single person or a couple filing 
jointly. A couple filing separately 
can’t claim any more than $500 
each. 

But if your deductible expenses 
ran more than 10 per cent, then 
itemize so you can claim them 
all. You can itemize on form 1040 
and on the new form, 1040W. 
You can’t itemize if you use form 
1040A. 

For instance: you can deduct 
for union dues, dues in profes- 
sional societies, alimony pay- 
ments by the person making 
them, fees to employment agen- 
cies, club dues if they are needed 
for business reasons, and books 
or newspapers bought for use in 
your profession. 

You can cut your tax by exclud- 
ing things like sick pay and sub- 
tracting dividend credits. 

If you were home ill only seven 
days or less, your pay is taxable. 
If you were home sick more than 
seven days you can deduct for 
every day thereafter up to $100 a 
week. 

_ If you were home because of 
injury, or were hospitalized 
for as little as one day, you 
can start. excluding sick pay 
from the first day of absence 
without waiting out the seven- 
day period which applies to ill- 
ness at home. 

Since sick pay is really an ex- 


clusion, not a deduction, you 
claim it on line 3 of form 1040W 
or line 6 of form 1040. You can’t 
claim it on the tabulating punch- 
card farm, 1040A. 

People who get dividend in- 
come from stocks in domestic 
corporations can exclude the first 

they receive. You’can exclude 
$100 if your wife owns the stock 
jointly with you and files a joint 
return with you. 

Then there’s something called 
dividend credits. This means: 
you can deduct 4 per cent of 
what's left of your dividends from 
your tax—after deducting the $50 
or $100 just mentioned—on forms 
1040 and 1040W. 

Retired people getting a pen- 
sion or annuity had better read 
carefully the rules on page 2 of 
the instruction sheet. In some 
cases pension income from an 
employer is excludable. Some- 
times only part is. It’s too com- 
plex to go into here. 

‘Here are some other deductions 
you can claim: 

Interest on your house mort- 
gage; on a life insurance policy 
if you pay the interest in cash; 
delinquent taxes; your personal 
note to a bank 6r individual; or 
interest on personal property 
like automoblies or radios bought 
on the installment plan. 

You can deduct for contribu- 
tions to charitable, religious, 
educational, scientific, or liter- 
ary organizations. For example: 
Community Chest, Salvation 
Army, churches, Red Cross, can- 
cer and heart associations, tuber- 
culosis societies, and gifts but not 
dues to the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., 
Y.M.H.A., Y.W.H.A., American 
Legion, and societies for pre- 
vention of cruelty to children or 
animals. 

Generally, contributions cannot 
exceed 20 per cent of your in- 
come, but 30 per cent is allowed 
if one-third of your contribu- 
tions went to churches and tax- 
exempt hospitals and educational 
institutions. 

You can deduct state income 
taxes, personal property taxes, 
real estate and state gasoline 
taxes (but not federal gasoline 
taxes), auto license and registra- 
tion fees (but no auto inspection

fees except as a business ex- 
pense where the auto is used to 
produce income), poll taxes, and 
most retail sales taxes. 

Here are some taxes you can’t 
deduct: 

Federal social security pay- 
ments by you as a worker, Fed- 
eral income taxes, estate and 
gift taxes, state inheritance tax- 
es, refuse collection taxes, fish- 
ing and hunting license fees, dog 
licenses, Federal excise taxes on 
theater tickets, furs, jewelry, 
luggage, telephones and air, rail 
,or bus tickets. 

Don’t forget deductible medical | -———— 
expenses: 

You can claim them only if you 
itemize them on forms 1040 or 
1040W and only that much of 
your medical expenses which is 
more than 3 per_cent of your 
adjusted gross income. 

Cost of medicines and drugs | | 
can be included in such expenses | | 
only to the extent they exceed 1 
per cent of your adjusted gross 
income. 

If your wife was 65 or older, , 
the 3 per cent limit does not 
apply. But in this case you had 
better consult your instruction > 
sheet or the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Expenses for your education 
are deductible, but only if it 
was to improve or help you 
keep up with the skills in your 
job. You can’t deduct if the 
education was to help you get 
a better job or for personal 
reasons. , 
You can also deduct the net 

amount of actual property loss 
from accidents, fire, storm, or 
theft. These may be business or 
non-business losses. Once again: 
for this kind of information con- 
sult your instruction sheet. 

There are certain exemptions 
for the care of children and cer- 
tain other dependents. For ex- 
ample: 

You can deduct up to $600— 
if you are widowed, divorced, or 
legally separated—for money 
spent to care for dependents who 
are under 12 or are physically 
or mentally unable to care for 
themselves. Read your instruc- 
tion sheet for details.
